| V VIRTUE OF THE POWER AND Ab- 
thority conferred by the laws of the 
State of Nevada, the Board of County Com- 
missioners do ordain as follows: 
ection 1. It is hereby made the duty of all 
persons owning property fronting on streets 
and alleys within the corporate limits of the 
town of Reno, through which the sewer sys- 
tem of said town has been, or may hereatter 
be completed, to properly connect the waste 
and soil pipes of their respective premises 
with said sewer system, 80 as to properly 
and effectually drain their said prem- 
ises, and all such connections shall 
be made with irom or vitrified earthen 
pipe; and if any property-owner shall 
ail, refuse or negiect to make roper 
connection with said sewer system, as herein 
provided, for a period of thirty days after 
the completion of said sewer system to or 
past his or her premises, the Board ot County 
Commissioners shall cause written notice to 
be served upon all such property-owmners, or 
the party in possession of such premises, to 
immediately cause such connections to be 
made; and if the person or persons so no- 
tified fail, refuse or negiectto connect such 
premises with the sewer system, as herein 
provided, for a_period of ten days after ser- 
Mice. all. vaults, sinks and 
cesspools upon such premises shall be 
deemed a public nuisance, and the Sheriff of 
fashoe county shall have authority, and it 


is hereby made his duty, upon written order 


of the Commissioners, o summarily remove 
the same, and in so doing may employ such 
help as he may deem necessary; and any ex- 
pense incurred therein shall become a lien 
upon the premises affected thereby. After 
removing the nuisance, as herein directed, 
the Sheriff shall make anitemized statement 
of the expenses incurred by him in the per- 
formance of such duty, and deliver the same 
to the District Attorney, who shall imme- 
diately commence an action, in the name of 
the County Commissioners, against the 
owner or owners of the premises for the col- 
lection of the same, 

Section 2. When any sink, vault or cess 
pool has been — by order of the Com- 
missioners, as provided in Section 1 of this 
ordinance, the owner, or any person in — 
session of any such premises, who shall 
thereafter erect, maintain or suffer to exist 
upon such premises any vault, sink or cess- 
pool, shall — deemed guilty of maiutaining 
a nuisance, and upon conviction thereof be- 
fore any Court of competent jurisdiction, 
shall be fined in any sum not less than 3528, 
nor more than $100, or be imprisoned in 
the County Jail not to exceed 25 days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment.

THE RETALIATION BILL. 


The President's Latest Move Die- 
eussed in the House. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—lu the 
House to-day, in discussing Scott's 
Retaliation bill, Phelps cheerfully 
conceded the President the addi- 
tional power he asked for, but re- 
gretted that there was no more 
likelihood that he would use this 
power than that he would use the 
power given him eighteen months 
ago. Nobody supposed that fhe 
powers granted then were not all 
that were necessary until August 
23, when the President went out 
alone and shot the rocket of his 
Presidential message into the clear 
and peaceful air. It wasso clear 
that the Senate chamber is still 
echoing with the voices of Presi- 
dential Senators. urging their fel- 
lows to come and buy rights which 
Canada refused to give. He 


charged the President with heap- 
ing favors on Canadian shippers 
by land and sea in order that they 
might compete with their Ameri- 
can rivals. The President was now 


| the President of the message, not 


the President of the treaty. He 
was no longer Governor General 
of Canada; he was President of the 
United States, and the past would 
be forgiven, 

In the course of his remarks 
Phelps referred to the definition 
made by O'Neill of Missouri that 
the President’s message was a great 
campaign document. 

O’Neill—Don’t you think it is? 

Phelps—I do, and the gentleman 
from Kentucky (Mr. eCreary) 
said that the message ought to be 
kept with the free-trade message. 

McCreary—lI did not say that 
that message should stand with 
the free-trade message, for I deuy 
that the President has sent to Con- 
gress any free-trade message. 

Phelps said the gentleman had 
said in refereuce to the two mes- 
sages to which he (Phelps) had a- 
luded, that “the two messages 
ought to stand together as Siamese 
twins of the Presidential policy.” 

Belmont said the President had 
bravely and well performed his 
duty to guard and protect the 
rights of American citizens and to 
maintain the dignity and honor of 
the nation. Said he: “ We are not 
Democrats, nor Republicans, when 
confronted with unfriendly acts of 
a foreign Power.” 

Davis of Massachusetts said the 
rejected treaty surrendered the 
New England fisherman naked to 
hisenemies, It was part and parcel 
of a free-trade conspiracy which 
was inaugurated in the White 
House and continued in the House 
of Representatives, and which 
sought to prostrate American in- 
dustry and improvement and de- 
grade American labor. The utter- 
ances of the President, in opposi- 
tion to the entire 13 of his ad- 
ministration, would net command 
the confidence of the country. The

The op- 
ponents of Protection refuse to see 
the remarkable interdependency 
of industries which constantly 
grows closer in every community 
and every State, which may 
be seen throughout the Union in 
harmonious adaptation and effec- 
tive co-operation.” 

Blaine also says: “The farther 
the President goes in the direction 
of the doctrine laid down in his 
message the more direct and deadly 
is this assault on the whole organi- 
zation of American industries. It 
would have proved advantageous 
to the President and assuredly 
have been interesting to the people | 
if he had caused an accurate official | 
inquiry to be made into the close | 
connection of transportation and 
manufacturing interests, and as to 
how both in turn are indissolubly | 
linked with agricultural interests | 
to the great profit of all three. 
The very figures which the Presi- 
dent quotes prove the immense 
home market is a boon to the 
farmer, while its diminution would | 
be his direct and irreparable loss.” | 

Blaine also thinks the President | 
should have extended his inquiries 
to the working classes.

SUCCESSFUL OPENING OF 
ITS FALL TERM. 


The Exercises Yesterday—A Flag 
Presentation— Pertinent Remarks 
by Governor Stevenson—Etc. 


Yesterday morning at 9 o’clock a. u. 
the students of the State University 
gathered in the library of the building 
and the reception parlors adjoining 
President Brown’s office and after 
formally filling out the blank applica- 
tions for admission and duly subscrib- 
to the rules and regulations, counter- 
signed by the parent or guardian, were 
enrolled for the fall term. The forenoon 
was consumed in completing this work 
and receiving general instructions. As

: PEACE AT LAST, 
The Indians of Piumas and the 
Washees Bury the Hatchet. 
There are four distinct tribes of In- 
dians in Plumas county. Each one 
has its own chief, elected by a popular 
vote every two years. Formerly each 
tribe had its big medicine man, but of 
late years no brave could be found 
brave enough to accept the position, 
the Indian rule of cure the sick or kill 
the physician“ was a trifle too bind- 
ing on the profession, and the office has 
long been vacant. In place of having 
the medicine man the sick are forced 
to console themselves with patent 
medicines, a la American man. The 


members of the tribes are classified 
under the general designation of Dig- 

r Indians. In the days of yore the 
our tribes numbered several thousand, 
and there was an unwritten and mu- 
tug] alliance or treaty between them 
which united them in case of an attack 
or invasion by adjacent tribes. The 
Washoes and Piutes on the east, and 
the Pit River and Mill Creek tribes on 
the north, were their most dreaded 
enemies and dangerous foes. Many 
fierce and bloody fights have taken 
place between them. At one time, 
which, according to the information 
given to our reporter, says the Plumas 
National, by a well-informed and re- 
liable native red son of the golden 
west, was in the year of 1847, the four 
tribes and the Washoes engaged in a 
long and disastrous warfare. The de- 
cisive battle took place in or near Mo- 
hawk valley, near the flat where Gim- 
letville now stands. It was a Waterloo 
to the Plumas forces. The Washoes 
captured and carried away about fifty 
dusky maidens. Since that time a 
feeling of revenge has animated the 
bare breast of the Plumas Diggers, 
and, as the records of the county will 
rove, the dead bodies of many a 
Vashoe have been found in Beckworth 
and Sierra valley within the past thirty 
years, and no clue to the killers ever 
discovered. An attempt was made 
last year to make a treaty and smoke 
the pipe of peace between the tribes, 
which, we understand, was consum- 


mated last month.
